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On  the  I6th  of  the  1st  month,  John  Wroe  ar- 
rived at  Idle,  near  Bradford,  where  he  occupied  a 
room  for  forty  days,  and  received  visits  from  all 
persons,  and  held  conversations  and  arguments  with 
them ;  at  the  end  of  which  he  visited  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Vint,  Baptist  Minister,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Howarth  Minister  of  the  Established  Church,  and 
warned  them.  On  Sunday,  the  29th  of  the  2nd 
month,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  he  was  bap- 
tized in  the  river  Aire,  a  little  above  Apperley 
Bridge,  by  seven  immersions,  by  Brunton  of  Brad- 
ford,— preceded  and  succeeded  by  hymns  and  music 
composed  for  the  occasion,  by  a  good  band  of  both 
vocal  and  instrumental  performers  from  Bradford, 
and  many  other  places;  but  chiefly,  if  not  entirely, 
believers.  Extensive  notice  had  been  g"iven  by 
printed  bills,  and  the  number  in  attendance  was  es- 
timated at  30,000,  deeply  lining  both  banks  of  the 
river,  for  a  great  distance  above  and  below  the  place 
of  baptism  ; — a  considerable  portion  of  this  vast  as- 
semblage were  opposers.  and  persons  bent  on  crea- 
ting disturbance.  John  walked  from  his  residence 
to  the  place  of  his  baptism,  (a  distance  of  about  a 
mile,)  alone,  and  although  well  known  by  many 
and  threatened  with  death,  he  received  no  injury, 
the  people  making  way  for  him.  He  asserts  that  he 
bad  a  sign  given  him  by  the  Lord,  that  at  the  time 
he  went  into  the  water  the  sun  should  shine :  it 
rained  from  morning  until  after  twelve  o'clock, 
(within  an  hour  of  the  appointed  time,)  and  on  the 
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two  days  preceding  there  was  a  severe  frost  attended 
with  snow.  Having"  reached  the  place  of  baptism, 
and  the  sky  being  dark  with  clouds,  and  no  sun  ap- 
pearing, he  retreated  from  the  water  intending  to 
walk  a  little  along  the  bank,  on  which  the  people 
vociferated,  he  was  running  away,  and  that  he  durst 
not  go  in,  and  at  the  same  time  appearing  to  push 
themselves  forward  in  the  direction  of  the  place 
where  he  was,  saying  they  were  determined  he 
should  go  into  the  water ; — he  however  made  his 
way : — on  this  the  clouds  were  dispersed,  and  the 
sun  broke  out,  and  then  the  performance  took  place 
described  before.  Immediately  before  this,  seven 
young  men,  who  had  placed  themselves  on  the  bran- 
ches of  a  tree,  cried,  "  Drown  him,''  John  co^m- 
manded  them  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  come  down; 
one  of  them,  named  John  Hudson,  who  had  lived  with 
John  Wroe,  as  an  apprentice,  cursed  him;  on  this 
the  tree,  with  the  tenants  of  its  branches,  fell  into 
tke  river,  and  some  of  them  had  five  or  six  miles  to 
walk  home  in  their  wet  clothes  ;  and  the  one  who 
cwrsed  John  died  in  a  few  days  after.  John,  on  re- 
luming to  his  residence,  w^as  thrown  down,  as  also 
was  a  friend  accompanying  him,  but  neither  of  them 
received  any  serious  injury ;  but  it  was  said  that 
some  of  the  people  did.  A  fter  the  baptism,  a  friend 
delivered  a  sermon  on  the  subject,  in  the  field,  many 
stopped  to  hear  him,  and  were  very  peaceable. 

He  then  visited  the  different  bodies  of  believers, 
and  preached  to  the  public  at  the  same'  places,  and 
arrived  at  Ashton  on  the  29th  of  the  3rd  month. 
On  the  1st  of  the  4th  month,  he  departed  for  Hull, 
to  visit  the  Jews,  and  was  back  at  Ashlon  on  the 
S^lh,  having  called  on  the  believers  on  his  way. 
On  the  ITth,  in  the  evening,  he  was  circumcised  in 
the  presence  of  the  friends ;  and  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  following  day  preached  to  a  large  congregation 
|i  the  open  air  in  a  field,  and  told  them  of  his  cir- 
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cumcision,  also  said  ^«  There  shall  a  light  break  oat 
of  this  place  where  I  stand,  which  shall  enVightea 
the  whole  town."  [This  was  fulfilled  some  years 
after,  by  the  Gas-works  beini^  erected  there.] 

Oa  the  28th  inst.  John  VVroe  arrived  at  Bradford, 
and  on  the  30th  at  Leeds,  with  William  Muif,  of 
Wibsey,  near  Bradford,  where,  on  the  1st  of  5ih 
month,  he  preached  to  the  public,  and  a  man  con- 
tradicted him  in  a  certain  passage  of  Scripture,  but 
another  found  the  passage,  and  remonstrated  with 
him,  on  which  he  left  the  room. 

On  the  4th  inst.  William  Midgeley  and  Robert 
Harling,  arrived  at  Ashton,  having  improperly  re- 
turned from  America,  where  they  had  gone  to 
preach  the  everlasting  Gospel.  In  about  nine  days 
after  their  arrival  at  New  York,  they  preached  in  a 
large  School-room,  belonging  to  Mr.  Fitz,  a  printer, 
who  publishes  a  work  intitled  the  "  Gospel  Herald,*' 
and  inserts  in  it  the  various  doctrines  preached  in 
said  room.  Mr.  Fitz,  who  is  a  preacher  himself, 
opposed  in  his  sermon  what  Midgeley  had  advanced, 
but  Midgeley  preaching  again,  it  seemed  to  over- 
balance all  that  Mr.  Fitz  had  said,  and  to  give  satis- 
faction to  the  congregation,  who  in  general  ap- 
proved of  his  sincerity,  and  expressed  a  desire  to 
"hear  him  again.  They  had  a  larger  room  offered 
them  in  a  more  central  situation  of  New  York,  ihi^ 
same  week.  After  preaching  they  informed  the 
audience,  that  if  any  one  wished  to  make  any  fur- 
ther inquiries  into  the  visitation,  they  would  give 
them  ail  the  information  they  could,  by  calling  on 
them  at  their  lodgings.  Accordingly  many  of  the 
people  went  to  visit  them,  amongst  whom  was  one 
man  who  had  been  warned  of  these  things,  and  of- 
ten  preached  the  same,  but  was  only  treated  with 
mockery.  He  was  a  Baptist.  There  also  was  another 
who  had  dreams  and  visions,  wdiich  testified  that  the 
days  were  at  hand  when  evil  should   be  destroyed. 
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Tbey  preached  to  some  blacks  likewise,  who  were 
very  attentive  and  civil.  They  were  invited  to  Bos- 
ton, (but  there  seemed  to  be  work  sufficient  for 
them  at  New  York,)  and  also  to  Philadelphia,  with 
the  offer  of  a  chapel  to  preach  in.  Harling  said, 
He  was  resolved  to  have  gone  there,  had  it  not  been 
that  Midgeley  told  him  his  money  would  not  last,  and 
that  he  saw  him  so  much  bent  on  returning  without 
making  any  further  trial ;  for  he  had  said.  He  was 
determined  to  return  to  England,  let  the  conse- 
quence be  what  it  would,  as  soon  as  the  ship  was 
ready  to  sail.  Before  they  left  England,  John 
Wroe  told  Harling  that  they  would  open  their  cha- 
pels for  them  in  America,  which  proved  true  by 
their  own  testimony.  It  appears  Midgeley,  (by 
Barling's  statement,)  had  lost  his  faith  in  the  visita- 
tion, and  that  Harling  (by  Midgeley's  statement,) 
had  been  guilty  of  repeated  immoralities;  neither 
of  them,  after  this  attached  themselves  to  the  Is- 
raelites' Society. 

On  the  21st  inst.  John  Wroe  arrived  at  Lon- 
don, bad  an  interview  with  S.  Gomperts,  (one 
of  the  Standard  Committee,  in  the  visitation  to 
George  Turner)  and  he  said.  He  believed  John 
Wroe  VI  as  visited  by  the  Spirit  of  truth,  yet  Mr- 
Turner  had  left  something  which  had  *not  come  to 
pass,  for  the  word  said,  "Let  Gompertz  stop  at 
home  till  I  appoint.'"  John  then  prophesied  against 
them  and  said.  They  would  stop  as  long  as  one 
man  would  stop  with  them,  thinking  there  would  be 
time,  and  few  would  be  able  to  enter.  He  told  all 
about  circumcision.  Gompertz  said,  He  believed 
John  Wroe  was  visited  by  a  right  spirit  ever  since 
he  saw  him  at  John  Bru)iton's,  at  Bradford  ;  and 
Mr.  Turner  said  the  same,  but  not  to  lead  and  di- 
rect. We  took  tea  with  him,  and  tarried  till 
iiearly  dark. 

23rd,  Gravesend,  preached  three  times  to  large 
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congregations.  25th,  Chatham,  preached  to  up- 
wards of  1000  people,  on  the  hill,  at  the  back  of 
the  chapel,  who  were  very  attentive  and  civil — Many 
Jews  present.  26th,  Trosley,  preached  to  about 
100  persons,  in  the  open  air,  there  was  music 
playing  nearly  the  whole  time ;  but  John  went 
on,  and  one  man,  a  total  stranger  to  the  cause 
came  forward  and  gave  his  name  for  the  destruction 
of  the  devil :  he  also  said  he  would  be  circumcised 
the  first  man  in  that  place.  27th,  went  to  Maid- 
stone, asked  leave  of  various  dissenters  for  their 
chapels,  some  were  not  at  home,  others  refused, 
went  to  ask  leave  of  the  Mayor,  he  was  not  at 
home,  was  directed  to  the  deputy,  asked  leave  for 
some  place  to  proclaim  Christ's  second  coming  in  : 
he  wished  to  know  what  place  we  could  "expect,  told 
him  that  it  was  immaterial,  the  Market  Place  would 
do :  he  said.  He  would  not  consent  for  the  sacred 
name  of  God  to  be  proclaimed  out  of  doors ,  told 
him  his  power  did  not  extend  as  far  as  Penenden 
Heath,  which  he  acknowledged  ;  we  told  him  we 
would  make  up  our  minds  for  that  place  on  the  fol- 
lowing day,  and  stuck  up  bills.  In  conversation 
with  a  Baptist  Minister,  he  said  the  'preachers  were 
the  prophets ;  and  Satan's  power  would  be  destroyed 
by  their  preaching.  Told  him  this  was  the  ever- 
lasting Gospel,  which  was  to  be  preached  to  all  na- 
tions, &c.  He  brought  forward  that  passage  in  Re- 
velations, xxii,  where  it  says,  ^^  Whoever  adds  to 
this  book,  &c." 

28th.  Upwards  of  100  persons  attended  the 
preaching,  but  some  threw  sticks,  and  asked  if  we 
wanted  any  beer,  they  brought  the  skittles,  and  set 
them  near  us,  making  all  the  confusion  possible. 

On  the  3()th,  John  preached  at  Gravesend  ;  spoke 
much  about  circumcision ;  and  some  men  said. 
They  would  cut  their  wives'  throats  if  they  had 
their  children  circumcised. 
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5th  of  6th   month,  called  at  the   house  of  Jane 
Townley,  and  asked  leave  to  speak  to  her,  the  ser- 
vant  told  us  that  she  would  send  Mrs  Underwood 
down  stairs,  but  after  some  time   they  sent  one  of 
their  preachers  down,  and  he  told  us,  (we  having  pre- 
viously sent  our  names)  that  Miss  Townley  had  no- 
thing to   say  to   us,  neither  could   she  receive  any 
thing  from  us  ;  John   Wroe  said,   He  had  done  his 
duty,  and  the  time  would  come  when  she  would    be 
glad  to  see  him.     6th  inst.  arrived  at  llminster,  saw 
one  Baker,  at   that   place,  and   he   told  us  we  were 
going  a  wild-goose  errand  :    he   told   John    Wroe 
that  he  was  going  about  deceiving  the  seed  of  the 
woman,  and  used  a  great  many  other  harsh  sayings. 
John  Wroe  told  him  that  he  was  a  gredt  man  among 
the  believers  of  the  woman,  and  had  such  great  in- 
fluence, that  their   blood   would   be  upon   him ;  and 
he  left  us  in  anger.     8th,  went  to  Crewkerne,  and 
saw  some  of  the  friends,  (believers  in  the  visitation 
to  George  Turner,)   they  received  us  gladly,  and 
said,    they    would   write   for   particulars  :    amongst 
them   Robert   H.  Ashe,  D.  D    Minister  of  Crew- 
kerne Church.     9lb,  returned  to  llminster  to  preach, 
as  we  had  given  notice.     John  was  very  ill,  and  de- 
sired me   to  go   and  preach   in  his  stead,  I  did  so  : 
some  said  1  spoke  nothing  but  what  the  Scriptures 
declared  ;  others  said,  that   1  did   not  speak  from 
the  Scriptures  at  all  :  one  man  told  me  plainly  that 
I  was  a  child  of  hell,  and  that  he  did  not  believe  1 
was  a  Christian.     J  0th  inst.  arrived  at  Bath,     11th, 
John  left  for  Birmingham,  in  his  road  home, 

John  Wroe  arrived  at  Ashton  on  the  15th  of  the 
6th  month,  and  shortly  after  went  to  his  own  house, 
near  Bradford,  and  after  stopping  about  a  fortnight 
returned  to  Ashton  where  he  abode  some  weeks, 
chiefly  preaching  on  the  Sundays,  to  the  public. 

On  the  lOth  of  the  9th  month,  he  was  commanded 
by  the  Spirit  to  go  out  into  the  fields  for  fourteen 
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days,  and  feed  oiiblackberries,nuts,  and  wheat,  and 
drink  water,  as  a  sign  of  an  approaching  scarcity  of 
bread  :  and  to  go  to  the  people's  houses,  and  beg 
for  clean  food,  but  if  any  food  were  offered  him,  to 
refuse  it,  and  say,  "  This  food  is  like  you,  it  is  not 
clean,"  and  that  if  they  could  not  produce  clean 
food  (which  by  the  method  of  decision,  which  he 
gave  them  was  impossible,)  the  whole  earth  of 
wickedness  should  be  destroyed  within  forty-two 
years.  On  the  11th  inst.  he  went  out,  and  arrived 
at  Blackhill-foot,  in  Lancashire,  where,  it  raining 
heavily,  he  went  into  a  barn  :  the  mistress  of  the 
house  asked  him  what  business  he  had  there  ?  he 
requested  her  to  let  him  lodge  there.  She  answered, 
she  would  take  care  that  no  such  men  as  he  lodged 
there ;  he  might  go  to  a  public  house.  He  said, 
<^  What  must  1  go  with?  for  I  have  no  money,'' 
She  answered,  '^  Pawn  your  clothes."  He  said, 
"  The  clothes  on  my  back  are  not  mine  own."  A 
gentleman  who  was  standing  by  , said,  "If  you  will 
go  with  me  1  will  find  you  lodgings  :"  and  he  went 
with  him  and  lodged  in  his  barn.  The  next  morn- 
ing, (which  was  Sunday)  four  persons  came  to  him, 
and  asked  him  to  go  and  get  his  breakfast :  he  an- 
swered, '^  If  you  Avill  give  me  clean  meat  I  will  go." 
They  inquired,  "  What  is  clean  ?''■  He  answered, 
"That  which  has  not  touched  the  unclean."  They 
inquired,  "  Is  bread  and  milk  unclean  ?  He  an- 
swered, -'  If  your  hands  have  not  touched  unclean 
things,  then  it  is  cleans  but  if  your  hands  have 
touched  swine's  flesh,  or  any  thing  which  God  hath 
commanded  not  to  be  eaten,  then  it  is  unclean." 
They  said,  "  If  it  be  so,  there  is  not  a  man  on  the 
earth  can  give  you  clean  meat."  And  they  had  a 
long  discourse  concerning  the  Scriptures.  The 
next  night  he  lodged  at  Huddersiield.  Green-sauce, 
and  haws,  were  his  meat  these  two  days.  From 
Huddersiield  he  proceeded  to  Oakeiis^haw,  and  from 
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thence  to  Shirtcliflf  Lane,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
his  own  residence,  near  Bradford  ;  and  there  were 
many  people,  according  to  a  vision  he  had  on  the 
26th  of  the  1st  month,  wherein  he  was  travelling  be- 
tween Rooley  and  Oakenshaw,  and  was  very  hun* 
gry,  and  saw  people  with  great  quantities  of  victuals, 
but  no  one  fed  him. 

On  the  17th  inst.  he  arrived  at  Thornhill,  and  en- 
tered into  the  house  of  John  Dobson,  a  tailor,  about 
eighty  years  old,  and  was  afflicted  with  a  shaking  in 
his  head  and  hands,  so  that  he  could  not  hold  his 
pen  still;  he  had  also  many  inward  infirmities;  and 
he  requested  John  Wroe  to  petition  God  that  he 
might  be  healed  of  two  things.  John  Wroe,  who 
slept  on  the  tailor's  work-board,  did  so;  and  the 
next  morning  John  Dobson  shaved  himself,  a  thing 
he  had  not  done  for  years  past. 

John  Wroe  arrived  at  Barnsley,  where  a  young 
man,  who  had  an  issue  desired  him  to  circumcise 
him;  John  did  so,  and  he  was  healed.  On  the  25th, 
John  Wroe  returned  to  John  Dobson's,  and  on  the 
latter  adverting  to  the  cure  he  had  lately  experien- 
ced of  the  shaking  in  his  hands,  John  Wroe  said, 
*^  Well,  but  before  thou  see  my  face  again,  thou 
wilt  be  cured  of  some  inward  complaint."  This  was 
the  end  of  the  fourteen  days. 

From  Elizabeth  Elsworth,  of  Scarlet  Heights, 
near  Halifax :— On  Sunday,  the  26th  of  the  6th 
month,  1824,  John  Wroe  spoke  in  the  Meeting- 
room  at  Bradford,  which  was  filled  with  people, 
and  many  outside  who  could  not  get  in,  some  of 
whom  swore  they  would  kill  him  when  he  came  out. 
On  account  of  the  mob  he  stopped  in  the  room 
more  than  an  hour  after  the  conclusion  of  the  ser- 
vice, a  constable  was  procured,  but  it  was  reported 
that  he  was  worse  than  the  mob.  On  leaving  the 
room,  he  went  to  the  Sun  Inn,  with  me  and  my  sis- 
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ter  Mary ;  in  the  way  all  three  were  pushed  or 
struck;  some  of  the  mob  attempted  to  enter  the 
house,  but  the  landlord  prevented  them.  Some  who 
were  in  the  house  already  abused  us  with  hard  say- 
ings. The  horses  being*  got  ready  in  the  yard,  the 
mob  closed  the  gate,  and  kept  it  so  ;  but  there  was 
another  gate  by  which  he  afterwards  got  out,  going 
another  road  to  Great  Horton.  My  brothre  Joseph 
went  before  him,  and  was  knocked  off  his  horse 
by  a  stone,  but  got  on  again.  Shortly  after  this, 
they  pulled  John's  horse  down,  and  pulled  him  off, 
and  struck  him,  and  broke  the  bridle  and  saddle 
girth.  He  then  got  on  the  causeway  and  walked, 
stones,  &c.  were  thrown  at  him  from  every  quarter. 
A  young  man,  the  son  of  Zaccheus  Robinson,  tried 
to  throw  him  down  ;  but  finding  that  John  knew 
him  he  changed  his  behaviour.  Having  arrived  at 
Great  Horton,  he  went  into  Zaccheus  Robinson's 
garden,  and  leaned  in  the  corner,  when  suddenly  it 
began  to  rain  as  though  a  cloud  had  broken,  until 
which  the  day  had  been  fine.  After  this  he  went 
into  Zaccheus'  house,  and  by  request  of  my  father 
the  constables  conducted  him  out  a  back  way,  and 
he  went  across  the  fields  to  our  house,  some  of  his 
persecutors  were  still  near  the  spot,  but  did  not  see 
him  ^  but  Zaccheus'  son  went  with  him,  and  abused 
him  all  the  way,  saying,  What  a  disgrace  he  had 
brought  upon  himself,  by  making  himself  a  prophet. 
He  had  a  cut  in  his  face  with  a  stone,  and  a  black 
eye,  and  nearly  the  whole  of  his  body  was  black  :  as 
stated  by  William  MufF,  to  whom  he  shewed  his 
bruises.  Next  morning,  John  Brunton,  John  MaU 
Ji$on,  Samuel  Muff,  and  James  Chiyton  came,  and 
applied  to  Michael  Stocks,  the  Magistrate,  at  the 
Queen's  Head,  and  obtained  warrants,  against  about 
nineteen  of  the  mob,  who  on  the  following  day  were 
bound  to  their  good  behaviour  for  twelve  months, 
and  to  pay  the  expences.  On  the  28th,  John 
walked  to  Ashton^  about  35  miles. 
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In  the  9th  month,  an  infant  son  of  Robert  Grim- 
shaw,  of  Hurst  Brooks,  near  Ashton,  died,  a  few 
days  after  receiving  circumcision,  which  it  did  at  the 
age  of  8  days.  Reports  of  its  death  \Fere  in  circu- 
lation before  it  took  place.  Several  other  children 
of  different  ages,  who  had  been  circumcised,  were 
reported  to  be  dead  also,  although  in  good  health, 
and  that  circumcision  was  the  cause,  which  caused  a 
greatalarm  intheneighbourhood.  Dr.Ogdenwassent 
to  examine  the  one  which  was  really  dead  ;  he  first 
opened  the  head,but  found  nothing  sufficient  to 
cause  death  ;  but  on  examining  the  part  operated 
upon,  he  asserted  it  had  mortified.  Others  who  saw 
it  before  its  death,  asserted  that  it  was  healed.  On 
this  the  father  was  taken  into  custody,  and  an  in- 
quest was  holden,  by  Mr.  Milne  ;  several  of  our  mu- 
sicians, who  were  asserted  to  have  been  present  at 
the  circumcision,  were  brought  forward  as  witnes- 
ses, but  few  of  them  saw  it  performed.  Each  male 
was  asked  if  himself  were  circumcised,  all  answered 
in  the  affirmative ;  they  were  then  asked  by  whom  ? 
but  judging  a  direct  answer  to  this  interrogation 
unnecessary,  they  declined  giving  one.  The  in- 
quest commenced  at  the  Colliers'  Arms,  in  Hurst, 
but  the  inquisitors  not  being  able  to  decide  on  a  case 
so  novel,  adjourned  it  to  another  day  at  the  Com- 
mercial Inn,  in  Ashton,  when  they  passed  a  verdict 
of  manslaughter  on  Henry  Lees,  who  was  conse- 
quently taken  into  custody,  and  conveyed  to  the 
County  Gaol  to  take  his  trial  at  the  assizes,  but  ob- 
tained his  liberty  on  bail,  which  appeared  to  be  a 
mortal  blow  to  the  inhabitants  of  Ashton. 

About  the  same  time,  as  the  musicians  of  our 
body  at  Charlestown,  Ashton,  were  practising  in 
the  meeting  place,  an  upper  room,  a  large  mob  col- 
lected  and  began  to  throw  stones  through  the  win- 
dows ;  asserting  that  they  heard  the  crying  of  a 
child,  and   that  consequently  it  was  receiving  cir- 
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cumcisiou,  which  however  was  false.  The  follow- 
ins:  week  a  number  of  them  were  taken  before  the 
Magistrates  at  Oldham,  and  bound  to  their  good  be- 
haviour, which  the  Magistrates  told  them  wns  as 
little  as  they  could  do  to  them;  but  added,  that  if 
ever  a  riot  was  justifiable,  it  was  in  the  present  case. 
Also  the  master  cotton-spinners  at  Oldham  opened 
the  doors  of  their  factories,  and  let  out  the  workers 
who  were  ready  to  receive  our  friends,  who  had 
come  as  witnesses  on  their  departure  from  the 
Court,  and  went  with  them  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  way  back  to  Ashton,  (the  whole  of  which  was 
four  miles,)  treating  them  in  the  worst  manner  they 
durst;  but  none  received  any  serious  injury. 

10th  month,John  Wroe  departed  from  Ashton  to 
visit  the  believers  at  different  places.  On  the  31st 
he  arrived  at  Sheffield,  where  was  a  hot  war  among 
the  believers,  and  some  who  had  fallen  off.  In  the 
afternoon  be  preached  publicly  to  a  large  congre- 
gation;  a  great  number  could  not  get  admission 
into  the  place  for  want  of  room,  and  requested  him 
to  go  outside ;  but  the  day  being  wet,  he  declined 
doing  so,  and  the  congregation  was  peaceable.  He 
held  a  meeting  on  the  following  evening  of  all  who 
had  been  joined.  They  all  engaged  to  coutinne  in 
the  Society,  with  the  exception  of  three  persons, 
who  were  caused  to  withdraw  ;  but  one  of  them,  a 
female,  cried  out,  the  Chapel  was  not  licensed,  and 
went  and  told  the  constables,  and  a  laro^e  number  of 
people  assembled  round  the  place,  and  made  several 
attempts  to  break  in,  and  the  cry  of  the  women  w^as, 
"  A  murdering  devil,  kill  him  f"  he  however  es- 
caped without  injury,  by  the  back  door.  Several 
who  had  separated  themselves  from  the  Society  went 
to  him  at  the  house  where  he  lodged,  and  persecu- 
ted him,  they  told  him  they  w^ould  upset  him,  nnd 
stop  his  going  about.  He  afterwards  returned  to 
Ashton,  calling  on  the  believers  at  Wakefield,  Brad- 
ford, Colne,  and  Bury. 
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On  the  10th  of  the  12th  month,  he  departed  for 
Gravesend,  with  William  Tillotson,  and  arrived  on 
Sunday  the  12th,  and  in  the  evening  preached  pub- 
licly in  the  believers'  meeting-room,  to  a  rather  nu- 
merous congregation,  some  of  whom  were  very 
turbulent,  talking,  and  laughing  loudly  :  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  he  departed  for  his  own  residence. 

From  John  VVroe,  2oth  of  12th  month.  I  ar- 
rived at  my  own  house  on  the  18th,  I  have  reason 
to  believe  that  but  one  person  saw  me  get  out  of 
the  coach,  but  before  I  had  been  twenty  minutes  in 
my  house  it  was  surrounded  by  a  large  number  of 
persons,  who  used  all  kinds  of  rough  speeches,  and 
the  house  was  watched  day  and  night,  until  Mon- 
day night,  and  then  the  Lord  made  known  to  me 
to  quit  the  place,  and  cleared  the  way.  I  do  assure 
you  that  I  have   been  in  a  lion's  den. 

On  the  12th  of  the  4th  month,  Robert  Blackwell 
and  William  Lees,  commenced  their  journey  from 
Asbton  to  Vienna.  On  the  24th  and  25th  inst.  they 
visited  S.  Meyer,  an  Hebrew,  at  Hull,  Robert  de- 
*  livered  him  a  written  Communication.  They  after- 
wards went  over  to  Hamburgh,  and  delivered  fifty 
printed  copies  of  a  Communication,  given  to  John 
Wroe,  to  a  young  man,  named  Andrew  Israel,  a 
Hebrew,  who  behaved  very  well,  and  said  he  would 
be  very  glad  to  circulate  them  among  his  friends* 
They  visited  Leipzig,  where  it  was  the  fair,  and 
where  were  Jews  from  all  nations,  by  which  means 
they  expected  the  word  of  the  Lord  thus  delivered 
would  spread.  At  Vienna,  Robert  delivered  a  num- 
ber of  copies  of  the  Communications  to  a  Turkish 
Jew,  who  appeared  greatly  enraged,  and  threw 
them  into  the  river.  They  proceeded  to  Linz, 
Wurzburg,  Frankfort,  and  Rotterdam,  from  whence 
William  Lees  proceeded  to  Amsterdam-
